CONGRESS. 


The Proceedings of the House and 
Senate at the National 
Capitol To-Day. 


WASHIMGTON, Dec. 21.—Representa- 
tives Butterworth, of Ohio, and Moffatt» 
of Chicago, who are detained from the 
house on account of sickness, are some- 
what better to-day. Mr. Butterworth is 
Buffering from an attack of typhoid 
fever, but his condition is not consider- 
ed dangerous. 
Mr. Mafifett's condition, 
however, while slightly improved since 
yesterday, is still precarious. 


Mr. Bandall, of Pennsylvania, from 
the committee on rules, submitted par- 
tial reports of changes. They include a 
standing committee of thirteen members, 
to be known as ihe committee on mer- 
chant, marine and fisheries. Private 
bills are to be presented through the 
clerk and given proper reference by 
that officer. The following select com- 
mittees are provided for, to consist of 
thirteen members: On reform in the 
civil service; on the olfactions of presi- 
dent and vice-president and representa- 
tives in cougress; on the eleventh cen- 
sus; on Indian depredation claims; on 
the alcoholic liquor traffic. 


The report was adopted and the house 
adjourned, 


SENATE. 


A resolution directing the post office 
committe to inquire into the advisability 
of reducing the rate of letter postage to 
one cent was taken up and referred to 
that committee. 


Mr. Davis called up the bill to amend 
the law concerning the commission on 
fish and fisheries and moved it be pass- 
ed. It provides for the appointment by 
the president of a person of scientific 
and practical acquaintance with fish and 
fisheries as a commissioner, at a salary 
of $5,000, such person not to hold any 
other United States or state office. The 
bill was passed. 


MTSTEBIOÜSLT MISSING. 


The Strange Disappearance of a Toang 
Lady. 


CiNOiNHATi, Dec. 
21,—Miss Bessie 
Long, daughter of Mr. S. C. Long, of 
Bushyille, Ey., is mysteriously missing 
from her {boarding place, at the resi- 
dence of Mr. H. T. Millers, of Mt. Au- 
burn institute. 
Miss Long was here 
studying music at the college of music. 
She boarded with her sister, who is a 
pupil at the institute. 
On Monday af- 
ternoon lest she went to the college of 
music and has not since been heard 
from. 
She is twenty years of age, me- 
dium height, with dark hair and eyes. 


Tariff Sentiment. 
The Indiana State Grange, in session 
at Greensburg, passed a resolution de- 
manding that the internal revenue taxes 
be maintained, and that the tariff on the 
necessaries of life be reduced. 


D. W. Minshall, a wealthy manufac- 
turer of Terre Haute, who was a collec- 
tor of internal revenue daring Hayes' 
administration, indorses the President's 
message in unqualified terms, and inti- 
mates that he would vote for Cleveland 
in preference to Blaine. 


Gen. Thomas M. Brown, republican, 
of Indiana, member of the ways and 
means committee during two congresses, 
expresses himself as in favor of a revision 
of the tariff. 
He 
says 
he 
would 
no. object to repeal the tobacco tax and 
the sugar duty and make alcohol used in 
the arts tax free. No industry should 
be put in peril, but the tariff ought to 
be revised, and if inequalities and errors 
are found they should be removed. If 
when this is done sufficient reduction 
has not been made, a further saving 
may be had by a modification of the 
internal revenue laws on some such 
plan as has been inidoated. 


The Weather. 


WASHINOTON, D.C., Dec. 21.—Indiana, 
fair weather, colder Thursday morning, 
followed by rising temperature. 


CHICAOO, Dec, 21.—The signal service 
reports the thermometer at 6 o'clock this 
morning as ten above zero. The indica- 
tions are that a cold blast will hover over 
this region for at least twenty-four hours 
longer and that a point on the thermom- 
eter will be touched. 


The Storm in the West. 


MiNNBAPOiiis, Dec. 21.—The Storm 
'which started in yesterday and still con- 
tinues furiously in Minnesota is by far 
the worst of the season. The wind is 
strong and the snow drifted badly. The 
storm was general in the northwest. At 
5 o'clock yesterday it had stopped at all 
points in Dakota except Bismarck, and 
was working east. 


Have a Fast Train, Too. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 21.—The Chicago and 
Alton railroad has decided to put on a 
fast train to leave Chicago at 6 p. m., 
arriving at Kansas City at 9 a. m. on 
next day, saving five hours. The train 
leaves Kansas City at 4:45 p. m. and ar- 
rives at Chicago the next day at 8 a. m. 
The schedule goes into effect on Ciurist- 
mas. 


A Pern FaUore. 


PEBU, Ind., Dec. 21.—K. J. Boss, 
the owner of the iron works of ttds. city 
made an assignment this morning to G. 
Y. Herrick, of Wabash. 
Liabilities, 
$12,000; assetts, $20,000. 
Outstanding 
bills of $9,600 due the bank at Wabash 
caused the failnre. 


A Desperate Wife Murderer is Found 
Guilty of Murder in the 
First Degree. 


COBBUNNA, Mich., Dec. 21.—The trial 
of Daniel Fulton for wife murder was 
conclnded last night. 
It resulted in a 
verdict of murder in the first degree. 
Fulton married a women of unsavory 
reputation, who had been keeping « 
boose for Alexander Holnies. 
Three 
weeks after the marriage, Fulton tried 
to induce her to leave Holmes' house. 
She refused, whereupon he attacked her 
with a carving knife, nearly severing her 
head from her body. 
He then assailed 
Holmes, and nearly disemboweled him, 
though the latter has recovered from his 
injuries. 
Fulton then cut his own 
throat but failed to infiict fatal injuries. 


JOHN T. NOBBIS. 


A Detective Capiased for Failing to 
Perform His Part of a Contract. 


LOGANSPOBT, Dec. 21.—Quite a sensa- 
tion was created yesterday by Deputy 
Sheriff J. B. Stanley, arresting Detective 
Norris, who came here on Saturday to 
arrest Haines and Scribner. 
It appears 
that Norris and George Hogle entered 
into an agreeement to divide the reward 
offered for these two men. 
For some 
reason Norris failed to comply with his 
part of the contract, and Hogle, fearing 
that he would run away, had him cap- 
iased. 


Ocean Passengers in Peril. 


NEW TOBK, Dec. 2 1 . — A chain-bound 
lumber raft, 560 feet long, eighty feet 
wide, and thirty-eight feet high, was lost 
Sunday by the steamer Miranda while 
being towed to New York. It is be- 
lieved that the raft has fioated in the 
track of ocean steamers, any one of 
which would be shattered by a collision 
with its huge bulk.

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Story of a Famous Picture. 


Of all the large historical paintings 
in the rotunda at the Capitol Vander- 
lin's "Discovery of America by Colum- 
biis" is alike most pleasing to the artist 
and the common lover of pictures. 
It 
is an interesting but not much known 
that America owes this painting 
and the genius of Vanderlin to Aaron 
Burr. 
When Burr was riding up the 
Hudson on horseback on one occasion 
he stopped at a blacksmith shop to 
have bis horse shod. 
By the roadside 
he found an urcliin drawing pictures 
upon a board with charcoal. 
The 
sketches were rude, but showed artistic 
sense aud spirit, and Burr, then a Sen- 
ator from the great State of New York, 
took an instant fancy to the boy. 
After 
a short conversation the great little 
man (Burr was of small stature) de- 
cided to give the boy some help, and 
said to him: "My son, if you ever want 
a friend to help you learn to draw and 
paint, come to me. Not now, but some 
time," and he wrote his name and ad- 
dress on a leaf of his note-book and 
gave it to the boy, and also gave him his 
pocket-handkerchief. 
Years later the 
servant that attended 
the door oi 
Burr's office came in and handed him a 
bit of paper with Burr's own name 
written upon it, and as he did so laid 
^npon his table a pocket-handkerchief. 
It was Vanderlin come to test Burr's 
promise. 
Burr was a man who, wLilo 
he had money, threw it-^ight and left 
without stint or much thought. 
He 
put the boy to school and for years 
was his patron and friend, sending him 
to Europe and giving him the best ad- 
vantages there to be had in art study— 
and Vanderlin's life and works justified 
Burr's kindness.—Exchange.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEWERS AND CITY 
CIVIL ENGINEER. 


We, your committee on sewers, together 
with the city civil engineer, to whom was re- 
ferred bids of the Walton avenue and Harri- 
son street sewer outlets, would respectfully 
report that we have examined bids for same 
and find Joseph Derheimer to be the lowest 
bidder on the Walton avenue outlet. We have 
also made a careful estimate of said outlet as 
per bid and find the cost of same when com- 
pleted to be about $2,351 50. 


We also made a car ful estimate of the cost 
of said cutlet, taking the prices of sewer work 
as ner bids for the last year as a basis, and 
which wf- think ought to be a fair one for this 
work, and find the cost of said outlet to be 
from seven to eight hundred dollars less than 
the present bid. The sewer committee has 
been placed to a disadvantage during the past 
year by being compelled to let sewer contracts 
to a monopoly of bidders and we think if there 
is any way to loosen the clutches of a monop- 
oly of this kind and thereby have fair compe- 
tition on our public work it would be policy 
to do so. Wf are of the opinion that in cases 
of this kind the city should, if it is legal, pro- 
ceed ana do their own work under the direc- 
tion Of the city civi' engineer. Believinir that 
the bids of said outlets are all too nigh and un- 
reasonable, we would recommend the rejec- 
tions of all bids, and if in the opinion of our 


the city civif engineer to proceed and procure 
city attorney it would be legal, we instruct 


the necessajy material for said work in the 
best and cheapest possible manner and the 
work to be doue as the council may order 
hereafter. We do not believe, if the neces- 
sary precaution is taken, that there is any im- 
mediate danger at the Walton avenue outlet, 
but we don't think the city should take any 
risk whatever, but proceed at once with the 
work as fast as possible. 


We also recommend that the engineer be in- 
structed to re-advertise for bids, according to 
specifications to be made hereafter for the 
work to be done.

A W O N D E R F U L account of the telaut- 
ograph of Elisha Gray, the electrician, 
is brought from Paris.

As the writing 
is done, the plaque vibrates under the 
pressure of the instrument used, which 
may be a pen, a pencil, or any other 
pointed article, and a similar instru- 
ment at the other end of the line, act- 
ing synchronously, reproduces exactly 
what is written at the station of trans- 
mission, so that not only the words of 
the telegram but the reproduced writ- 
ing of the sender will be put into the 
hands of the receiver.

CITIES PIPING GAS. 


Richmond, Ind., Grants a Franchise to 
Ohio Parties. 


RIOHMOHD, Ind., Dec. 21.—The city 
council has passed an ordinance giving 
J. L. Patty, of Lima, O., the right-of- 
way to lay natural gas mains in the 
streets and to supply natural gas for 
fuel purposes. The Toledo and Lima 
schedule, with slight amendment, was 
adopted for cooking and heating stoves, 
and a maximum of 76 per cent, of the 
cost of coal to manufacturers was estab- 
lished. 


Mr. Patty agrees to begin work in 
thirty days, and the ordinance requires 
gas to be ready for use by the 1st of 
October. It is estimated the gas will be 
piped fifty miles. A pressure of between 
four and six ounces for stoves, and fif- 
teen pounds for manufactories, is pro- 
vided for. 
The local gas company is 
still boring for gas, but what efTect the 
Giant will have on them is not known.

Rioaxoro, Ind., Dec, 21.—Tbe city 


council has passed an ordinance giiing 
J. L. Patty, of Lima, O., the right-of- 
way to lay natural gas mains in the 
streets and to supply natural gas for 
fuel purposes. The Toledo and Lima 
schedule, with slight amendment, was 
adopted for cooking and heating stores, 
and a maximum of 76 per cent of the 
cost of coal to manufacturers was estab- 
lished. 


Mr. Patty agrees to begin work la 


thirty days, and the ordinance requires 
gas to be ready for use by the 1st of 
October. It is estimated the gas will be 
piped fifty miles. A pressure of between 
four akd sii ounces for stores, and fif- 
teen pounds for manufactories, is pro- 
Tided for.
